It has, with rare exceptions, shown itself 
the ready and powerful supporter of meas- 
ures which were designed to breed con- 
tention, and, but for the incendiary 
material it has heaped up, the politicians 
of the ultra school—that is, the school 
of possession, which is always ultra— 
could never have gone so far toward the 
establishment of an oligarchy in the Gov- 
ernment. 

Very few will deny that it was necessary 
to adapt the National Administration to 
the actual changes wrought by the war. 
| Nor would these changes have encountered 
any serious opposition in the South had 
they been placed before the Southern 
people unaccompanied by threats and un- 
attended by bayonets. But, since the sur- 
render of the Confederate armies, the 
South has received nothing but harsh 
usage from Congress, nothing but insult 


from the Northern press, and nothing but 


broken faith from the Republican leaders. 
This has been met defiantly, of course, 

and there bas been a corresponding, but 
more psrdonable, display of irritability 
and impatience on the part of the newspa- 
pers and politicians of the South. 


embitterment has run all the time in one 
miserable circle. The middie-men have 
had an easy thing of it and have flourished. 
One after another of those popular guar- 
antees, Which used to be prized so highly, 
has been sucked into the eddy of passion 
stirred up by ambitious party leaders until 
theonly guarantee that is left is the sup- 
posed power and courage of the people 
themselves, whe, being free-born men, 
can not, it is alleged, be reduced to politi- 
eal servitude. We do not, indeed, appre- 
hend that the overthrow of home-rule will 
take the form of a complete destruction 
of republican liberty, Usurpation does 
not proceed so directly because it need 
not. It cam find an easier and safer 
method of reaching its ends. 
Its approaches are cautious and measured ; 
are made within the forms prescribed by 
custom; are sanctioned by pretexts that 
appeal to strong current emotion; are ex- 
cused by the plea of necessity. 

We, in the South, are responsible for 
much which a wiser course on our part 
might have rendered impossible. In the 
old time we did not want for political acu- 
men and forecast. But we have, as a body, 
shown little since the war. We have bit- 
ten the iron wedge which mischance has 
thrust between our teeth; and, at this mo- 
ment, are suffering the consequences. 

The one State, of all the Southern States, 
which has preserved her dignity and her 
peace by enforcing her laws and pursu-. 
ing her better impulses, is the noble old 


ern community stood up in the 
fight as Virginia stood, there had never 
been an Appomattox. Had every commu- 
nity stood up against defeat as Virginia 
has stood, there never could have been a 
Kuklux act. In war, as in peace, the old 
mother of States has set an example of 
moderation and courage unsurpassed in all 
the world. There was not a Virginia sol- 
dier shot, from first to last, for deserting 
in the face of theenemy. There has never 
been a Virginia Kuklux. Scourged by 
war, still exposed to the fire of hostile. guns 
pointed from Washington after the advent 
of peace, Virginia has kept on In the open 
highway of her duty. 80, she is prosper- 
ous and. free, and has the respect even of 
her enemies. Her example @ught to be 
emulated by the whole South, and it is not 
too late to consider it and fall into line. 

The outlet to our difficulties is universal 
education. 

We are not of those who look hopelessly, 
or even despondingly, into the future. The 
Southern people have undoubtedly a heavy 
burden to carry, and there is a knotty 
social problem for us to solve. If we 
should be left to ourselves we could work 
our way ashore half again as quickly. 
But, even with our hands tied, we shall be 
able to make the landing.” We must 
throw the Kuklux overboard to begin with, 
and call all hands on deck, the black fel- 
lows as well as the white ones, and fling 
out the flag ef Christian fellowship—the 
Christmas flag—which is inscribed on one 
side with Up with school-houses and down 
with lawlessness," and on the other side 
with “Peace between the sections and good 
will among ourselves.“

The Last Kukiux Outrage. 

We shall not hear much, we take it, 
about the recent. negra outbreak in Arkan- 
sas from the Republican press. There will 
hardly be more than a wofd of civil dis- 
paragement and excuse. There will cer- 
tainly not be an investigatin g committce 
unless thinks it can make a clear 
case in favor of the blacks. In that event 
we may expect very much ado indeed. 

It is this partial course in the conduct 
of national affairs which is steadily break- 
ing down the sentiment of nationality in 
that part of the country which only feels 
the Government as an eager oppressor and 
never as. a protecting friend. The South 
has a right to complain. But the mistake, 
which is being allowed by the Northern peo- 
ple, appeals with equal force to the North. 
No government can safely proceed as the 
Radical Government is proceeding. Yet 
the Administration. will not proceed dif- 
ferently until there is a change of parties. 
The Radical leaders are either worn out or 
else they are mere hangers-on-to power for 
its uses. They are moss-grown in office. 
They consider what they have as their 
right in fee simple; and, when the ser- 
vants of the people come to be of this 
mind, it is time to get a new set.
